I have told you, in our laft, who are the 
Obftruéters of our Peace, and have taken the 
freedom to give fome Inftances among thofe 
that Affront the Queen, Reproach the Bi- 
fhops, and Slander their Neighbours. 

lam now to tell you, Gentlemen, there are 
fome among our felves, fome Negative Tem- 
pers, that are Agents to our want of Peace, 
and who Deferve Reproof; and before I have 
done with them, perhaps, I may not be blam’d 
for Impartiality. 

Among thefe, I muft take my firft Example 
in Coventry. *Tis an Unhappy Inftance, 1 
confefs, and, perhaps, my Obfervations on if, 
may be a little fevere, and be ill taken, but I 
promis’d at firft to regard the Anger neither of 
Great nor Small, in my ftriét adberence to

Truth of Faé, and joft Refieftion on real 
singe and I fhall honeftly keep my Word with 
you all. 

To all my Obfervations of the fad Defettion 
and Degeneracy of Manners im Engiand, the 
5 tege Encouragement to Vice, and Obftru- 

ion to our Reformation, lies ig the Negli- 
gence and Evil Example of our 
whofe Duty itis to Sapprefs Vice and Immora- 
lities, both by their Authoriry and Example 
and J have often obferv’d in this Cafe, that i= 
England we beve the beft Lews rhe wort Exece~ 
ted of any Nation in the World. 

In like manner I am forry to. fay, the Neg- 
ligence of thofe whofe Daty and Office it is to 
prompt this Healing and Peaceable Temper, 
has given fuch a Loofe to its contrary, that in 
fome Places it runs out to all manner of Ex- 
treams, 


Perhaps fome People may be furpriz’d, when 
J fall tell them the want of Condué, the Heat 
of Parties, and the Fury of the People of Eng- 
Jand is fach, and itruns to that height, thata 
Civil War is already broke out’ ia the Boweld of 
their Native Country. 

But they will be fill’d with Wondet and Hor- 
rour, when they refle& upon the Particulars, 
and the fad Effeéts chat this may. have on the 


Nation, iffome Needful Example’ are not madd 
to Sepprefs it in time.

The City of Coventry is a large, and very 
Populous Inland City, and fends two Members 
to Parliament, which are chofen by the Free- 
men of the City-———In this place, fuch has 
been the Continual Zeal and Heat of Parties, 
that the Divilion has rifen up to the Greateft 
Animofities, and the Confequence. has been 
Railing, Envyicg, Fighting, and all forts of 
Inveteracy and Violence. Club-Law has been 
the Decider of Controverlies, and on every E- 
leétion, Victory in the Street, has given Vitto- 
ry in the Poll. : . 

Thefe things are rifen now to that height, 
that the Parties draw up in little Armies in the 
Streets, and Fight with all the Fury and Animo- 
fity imaginable, 500, and fome fay,a 1oov of a 
fide. : 

The Confequences of thefe Mob-Engage- 
ments, are frequeatly Broken Heads, Bruiled 
and Broken Limbs, as yet we do not hear of 
any Marthers committed ; but that in'tinte, it 
will come to that, there~ is no ‘more-queftion, 
than chere is, whether a mifchief is likely to 
Encreafe by Cuftom, : when the Exafperated 
Rabble are left toan Unrefttain’d Liberty. 

My Bufinefs is not to Determine here, what 
may be the fatal Effeéts of fuch Violences, or 
to give the Hiftories of Maffinello at Naples, the 
Legged-Sscol in Scotland, the De Witts in Hol- 
land, or the like Melancholy Relations of the’ 
Power of Popular Tumult. 

Bat asI am now enquiring into the Obftru- 
&ers of the Nations Peace, I cannot but Con- 
dole with my Native Country, that in the midft 
of a Prot:/tam Nation, ina well Conttituted, / 
cannot fay a well Govern’d City, at a Junéture 
when Peace is fo abf{i lutely Neceffary to Safety, 
when Her Majefty is fo Earneftly preffing us to 
Unite, and when any Man that has the Ule of 
His Sences, may fee the Danger of Contention, 
and how fatal it isto all our hopes, that in fuch 
a Junéture as this, there fhould be Open War 
Declir’d between the Parties in the very Heart 
of the Nation, and‘ Pitch*d Battles be fought 
wich the utmolt Rage of Unbridi’d Ungovern’d' 
Janine + 

hen I have Exclaim’d' againft this Trregu- 
larity to fome of the Inhabitants of this City of 
Coventry, T have been Anfwer’d with the ufual 
Reply of People that-fink under Eyils they ne- 
ver attempt to Remedy, and mty*Mouth pre- 
tended to be ftopt with the weak and ipoft ridi- 
culous Reply of, HOW CAN. WE HELP IT. ° 


How, Gentlemen, not help it ? What have 


es Magiftrates ? No Mayors? No Sheriffs? — 
o Officers ? And if you have, and not help — 


it, not {upprefs Riotsand Tumults —~ Let me 
tell Mr. Mayor of Coventry, by way of Caution 
to all che Magiftrates of other Towns, in like 


Cafes, you are anfwerable forall the Diforders — 


committed in the City 5,you are Punifhable for 
not doing your Duty, in fuppreffing and pre- 
venting fuch things; you are the Keeper of the 
Queen’s Peace; your Power is fufficient to break 
the Parties, to Diffipate and D:‘perfe their at 
femblies, and to Difarin them at their firft Ap- 
pearaficé } you have Power to Command all the 
Thhabitants to the P.-ic, io Demand Security 
of any you have good Reafan to fufpeft, to coms 
mit all fuch as break it, and to Kill any that 
thall refift. 

What will you fay, when Her Majefty fhall 
call youto an Account for the Diforders of the 
Town under your Government ? Will it fatisfie 
Her Majefty to tell her, that former Mayors — 
and Sheriffs have attempted to prevent. thie 
Mifchief in vain; that the Magiftrates have 
been Trampled under the Feet of the Mob, 
and Driven out of the Streets; that the Peoe 
ple will Fight, axd you cannot belp is ? 

There was, it feems, a Riot in the Streets on 
the. .-of April laft, and 2 or 300 Engag’d of 
a Side, abundance Wounded: and Knock’d 
Down ; a Tumult altogether Deftruétive of 
Good Government, and fatal to the Publick 
Tranquility. 

"Tis eafie to know, at leaft, of the Principal 
Perfons who A~pear’d, and who was Concern’d 
in it of either side 3. she Ring-leaders, the Mol + 
Captains, cannot be hid. If Her Majefty fhould 
Demand of the Mayor of Covemtry, How many 
of thefe he has taken up, and Bound over to 
the Sefions to An{wer it ? Or, How many he 
has caufed to be Profecuted, for Breach uf the 
Peace, on either fide? I would be glad to 


know, what his Worlhip wonld fay? And what | | 


an Account hecan give to Her Majefty for thus. 
bearing Her Sword in vain? 

Since this Battle, nothing is, itfeems, more 
frequent in the Streets of Coventry, than to hear 
what Preparations of War are making on both 
Sides; what Gathering Confederates, what En- 
couraging one another to ftand to it, what fur-. 
nifhing themfelves with Auxiliaries, and get- 
ting, ftout Fellows out of the Country to back 
them, and all againft the Day of Ele€tion? And

_ that Beat in the Street, They that get the Viato- 


_ ryin the Fight, carry the Eleétion, the ftrong- 


_ eft Side has.the Day in the Toren Aull. 


And this may well be true, it feems, fince all 


_ Freemen Poll, and no Man is Sworn at the Poll, 


* mor is there any Lilts of the Freemen; fo that 


if the ftrongeft Side, fay a Broom-maker is a 
Freeman, tho’ he never wasin the Town, he is 
Poll’d, and who fhall Difpute againft Club- 
Law? 

Nor, it feems, can there be any fuch thing as 
a Scrutiny afterwards, there being no Books to 
Examine by. F 

Thefe Irregularities, doubtlefs, were the Ori- 
ginal Caules of thefe Tumults ; and ’tis, no 


__ doubt, the Negligence of former Magiftrates, 


oe they have not been more Effeétually regu- 
ted. 

But let the former Miftakes have been what 
they will, ‘tis the Duty of the prefent Magi- 
ftrate, to prevent thefe Riotous Affemblies, and 
to keep the Peace ; ’tis his Bufinefs, and he muft 
give me leave to tell him, “tis very Eafie for 
him to do it Effeétually. 

’Tis not my Bufinefs to Inftrué the Mayor of 
Coventry, or Defcend to Particulars, and tell 
him by what Methods he may Difarm the Mob; 
but as the Ealinefs of bringing it to pafs, will 
take from him all Excufe for the Negleé, fo 
the Ealinefs of obtaining the Affiftance of the 
Government, in cafe his own Power is too 
weak, will for ever render him anfwerable for 
allthe Evil Confequences ; ard if any Blood is 


’ fhed in this Quarrel, it lies at his Door both be- 


fore God and Man. 

’Tis the Duty of the Civil Magiftrate, to 
Govern the Refpective Towns, Cities, or Di- 
firiéts, in the Peace of God and the Queen, and 
by all Legal means, to maintain the Authority 
of the Law, to Difperfe Unlawful Affemblies, 
fupprefs Riots and Tumults, prevent Battle and 
Blood, and bring Offenders to Juftice. 

If they find any Mifchief of thefe forts too 
ftrong for them, and that there is danger in it, 
they are, and it is their Indifpenfible Duty to 
Acquaint Her Majefty, or the Minifters of 
State of it, and dei both Affiftance and far- 
ther Inftruétions. 

Indeed our Ele@tions are not to be Interrup- 
t-d, Byafs'd, or Aw’d with Soldiers, or Magi- 
firates, becaufe they are to be perfectly free—

But then neither are the Blectors to come Arm’ 
to Vote, to me in a Body at a place, either. 
by Clamour, Noife, Threats, or any fort of 
Violence, to fhut one another out. — 

The bare keeping. the Peace; can by no means 
Influence, or Awe the Eleétion ; itcan be no In- 
terruption to the freedom of Voting, to guard 
the Avenues to the place, fo that none thall 
come thither with any fort of Arms, or Wea- 

ns nor to conie into the Hall, ard turn away 
rom thence, all that have no Right to Poll, or 
that having Poll’d, any farther Goncern them- 
felves there. 

If Proclamation be made the Day before the 
Eleétion, That no Perfon fhall appear in the 
Street with any Staff, Sword, or Weapon, that 
no Numbers of People be gathered together : 
Ifthe Streets are kept ernon Bodies of Men, 
if the Paffages to the Hall, are left open toany 


that come there to Vote Unarm’d, and in Peace; 


This is no awing an Eleétion, nor will ever be 
takem as fuch. This-is the Mayor’s Duty, and if 
he does not do this,or Something of this Nature, 
he is liable to be Punifhed for the Negle¢t. 

Another Objeétion I find agaiaft this is, Who 
fhall the Mayor get to do this? He is alone ; 
all the People are Parties of one Side or ano. 
ther, and all are for Fighting, no Body will 
afift-him. 

To this { Anfwer, Let the Mayor fend for the 
Conftables, and let him fee which of them will 
Engage to Difcharge the Duty of his Office, 
and which will not ; thofe that refufe, let him 
take care of them afterwards: If but one Con- 
ftable in Coventry will do it, he. is enough. 

- Let this Conftable take the Mayor’s Orders 
for preferving the Peace, in Writing, and Com- 
mand the Affiftance of fuch of the Inhabitants, 
as he knows are Men of Peace ; let any Maa 
refufe him at their Peril. 

Arm’d with as many of thefe.as he fees 
needful to raife, and with fuch Weapons, Hal- 
berts, or other, as-he feescaufe, let him keep 
Ward the:Day of, and the Day before the Poll; 
and pofting his Men at the Principal Places of 
the City; let him'take ap every Man that ap- 
pears Arin’d ; let him Difperfe every gathering 
Mob, and keep the Streets clear for the Free- 
men to pafs and re-pafs———Let Mr. Mayor, 
with a fele&t Band of Citizens, who fhall be de- 
firous of Peace, Walk the Rounds of the City, 
to fee that thefe do their Duty , and once every 


balf Hour, clear the Hall, frft by making Pro- 
clamatior 


clamation in the Queen’s Name, for all Perfons 
chat are not Freemen, or that have Poll’d, to 
Depart: AndsSscondly, By taking op all that 
Ditobey it. 

Either Method will doit, of it will not. 

If it will, how inexcufable will the Mayor of 
Coventry be, if he negleét it ? How will all the 
future Tumults, either in this City, or in any 
part of this Kingdom, lie at his Door, and owe 
their Encouragement to his Negligence ? How 
willour Laws grow into Contempt, and Magi- 
ftrates be ufelefs Tools, of no manner of Signi- 
fication ? 

In vain we talk of Peace, if Mob maft pre- 
vail over Magiftracy, and the Club Opprefs the 
Halbert 3 no more let us talk of the Freedom of 
Ele&ions, if Choice of Members muff be car- 
ry’d by ftrength of Hand, and not by Namber 
of Voices, 

On the other Hand, if this Method will not 
do it, if rhe Civil Power be too Weak, if the 
Rabble be Rampant, your Duty, Mr. Mayor, 
is to Acquaint the Government ; no doubt, but 
that Authority, by which you are in the Seat 
of Power, will ntaintain you there. 

Her Majefty, as fhe has never yet made ufe 
of her Military Authority to Deal with any of 
her own Subjeés, will, no doubt, be very Un- 
willing to begin with the City of Coventry ; 
but if nothing but Treops of Hosfe will keep 
you quiet, you muft thank your felves, the 
Peace muft be maintain’d. 

How Foolish are all thofe People, Cities, 
Couasries and Parties, who when they intghe 
live in Peace and Tranquility, Enjoying their 
Property, and with unufual Privileges love Tu- 
moults and Riots: “Tis a Sign, Gentlemen, you 
do not know what War is; had you been under 
the Exercife of Foreign Armies, had you been 
ia the Palatinate, or were your City upon the 
Mofelle, or the Po, you would kaow how to va- 
jue your Peace. Pray; Gentlemen of Covemtry, 
dv not force the Nation and the Government to 
teach you how to value your Peace hy the want 
of it, and to take Forfeiture of your Privileges, 
which for your Tumults, you ovght to be pu- 
nith’d wits the lols of.
